They were carried into the ed- 
dy, about half a mile from Fort Niagra. 
The wind at this time was very high and 
the cold excessive; the waves running 
eight or ten feet high, dashing and 
jambing the ice with great force. 

At 7 o’clock in the morning, it was 
perceived that these men must inevitably 
perish, from the severity of the cold, un- 
less speedily delivered from their peri- 
lous situation—for they had toiled in 
endeavoring to effect their way through 
the ice, until their energies were entire- 
ly exhausted, and they were chilled past 
the free use of their limbs. 

At this juncture, a boat was despatch- 
ed from Fort Niagara, with a number 
of soldiers, to assist them. In a short 
time, however, it was discovered by 
those who gazed from the shore with in- 
tense anxiety, that this last boat was 
itself in a more eminently dangerous 
condition than the other; and the crews 
of both must, even if the boats were not 
crushed and sunk by the furious action 
of the ice, soon freeze to death. For 
two or three hours the painfully excited 
spectators were vainly endeavoring to 
devise schemes for their deliverance...

There is nothing worthy of note from 
either France, Spain or Portugal; and 
the affairs of Holland remained unset- 
tled. It was said that an application to 
the Emperor Nicholas by the Dutch 
King, to assist in extricating him from 
the difficulties in which his own obsti- 
nacy has involved him, has met with an 
unfavorable reception. 

{t was believed that unless the nego- 
tiations with Holland were soon termi- 
nated, England and France would soon 
force the navigation of the Scheldt. 

From an QOdesa journal of January 
18th, we learn that the Sultan’s army 
had experienced a new defeat. 

Immense damage had been done at 
Antwerp, and onthe Scheldt by high 
tides. 

The news in relation to Ireland is im- 
portant. The cup of bitterness that has 
been long ating for this ill-fated 
region, seems now to be nearly full. 
On the evening of the 15th of February 
Earl Grey introduced a bill into the 
House of Lords ‘‘for the more effectual 
suppression of local disturiances and 
dangerous associations in Ireland.’’ 
This bill was, as amended, agreed to on 
the 2ist. It commits all power to the 
lord Lieutenant, and it is framed with 
such precaution as to leave very little 
chance of evading tts provisions. Courts 
Martial are established in the disturbed 
districts—their proceedings and punish- 
ments ate summary and without appeal 
—the Habeas Corpus act suspended— 
and all persons required to remain with- 
in their houses between sunset and sun- 
rise, on pain of being sentenced to trans- 
portation. The bill had produced a 
powerful sensation in Dublin and other 
parts of Ireland, where numerous pub- 
lic meetings had been held in relation 
to it. Strong remonstrances had been 
adopted against the unwarrautable pro- 
hyect of placing the country under mar- 
tial law. 

Nothing further had taken place re- 
lative to the West India question. 

The influenza is to exista very ex- 
tensive degree in Petersburgh and Mos- 
cow. In the former city upwards of 
one hundred thousand persons are re- 
ported to be afflicted with it; and in 
Moscow it is said to have seized a still 
greater number. In the latter city, the 
places of public amusement had been 
closed in consequence of the epidemic. 

The cholera still exists, and has late- 
ly become more fatal in Ireland. The 


the disease rages, for the week ending 
on the 8th February, show a total of 


536 cases, 305 deaths, and, 196 recover- 
ries,

One hundred 
casks of powder were destroyed and 
everything torn from the earth in all di- 
rections around; the report resembled 
an earthquake, and was heard for a 
great distance.
